Writing team ^election criteria included a 
working knowledge of.Competency Based Education;, experience in tciaching the 
courses being addressed, and representation from various locations across the 
State. TJie writing teams met in November, 1976, ancj February, 1977, to devel|)p a 
tentative draft of performance objectives. Subsequently, the tentative drafts were 
reviewed by coniimittees of teacher educators, vocational administrators, and high ^ 
schQol and junior high school teachers. In'addition; the materials were sent to and 
'reviewed by junior high school teachers in every Career Education Planning Dis- 
trict in the State: The writing teams considered the tecommendationsrof the various 
review committees and individual reviews and formulated a final set of objectives. •
